Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1938  • 

The  arrangement  of  the  same  is  similar  to  that 
of  the  previous  year  and  is  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health's  communication  of  October  25th 
1938. 


Except  where  any  changes  have;,  occurred  in  the 
matter  of  Nursing  in  the  Home,  Hospital  accommodation. 
Ambulance  facilities  and  the  establishment  of  new  Clinics 
and  Treatment  Centres  the  general  details  have  been  omitted. 

The  proper  provision  of  accommodation  for  the 
isolation  and  nursing  of  infectious  diseases  on  modern 
lines  is  still  in  abeyance. 

The  following  important  legislation  has  come  into 
force  during  the  year,  notably  the  Factory  Act  and  the 
Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation)  Act  both  of  which  received  the 
Royal  Assent  in  the  previous  year. 

A new  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  a Young  persons 
(Employment)  Act  have  received  Parliamentary  sanction  but  do 
not  come  into  force  until  the  following  year. 

The  organisation  of  the  Casualty  Services  (First 
Aid  Posts,  Points  and  Parties)  in  connection  with  the 
A.R.P.  scheme  has  thrown  a considerable  amount  of  extra  work 
on  this  department;  a satisfactory  scheme  is  nearing 
completion. 

lyty  work  is  not  only  rendered  easier  and  pleasanter 
but  more  efficient  through  the  kindly  co-operation  of  your 
Officials  and  especially  for  that  received  from  your 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

I am  very  grateful  to  the  Medical  Profession 
for  its  willingness  to  afford  me  its  Services  and  advice 
and  for  courtesy  in  assuring  harmonious  working  between  the 
various  branches  of  Private  and  Public  medicines.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 
Laboratory  Facilities . 

There  yras  no  change  during  the  first  ten  months  of  the 
year  but  for  the  latter  two  months  a good  deal  of  the  work 
previously  carried  out  at  the  Combined  Sanitary  Districts 
Laboratory  at  Kendal  was  transferred  to  the  Cumberland  Pathological 
Laboratory,  Carlisle. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Orjnside  Joint  Hospital  Board,  which  consists  of 
members  of  the  Appleby  Borough  Council  and  the  North  Westmorland 
Rural/ 
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Rural  District  Council,  provides  a motor  ambulance  for  the 
conveyance  of  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease. 

The  Appleby  and  North  Westmorland  Joint  Ambulance 
Committee  have  a motor  ambulance  for  service  in  any  part  of  the 
Council’s  district.  This  Committee  consists  of  members  of  the 
Appleby  Borough  Council  and  the  North  Westmorland  Rural  District 
Council . 

Both  services  work  satisfactorily.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  QF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 


The  water  is  derived  from  two  distinct  springs,  situated 
at  Bank  Wood,  at  the  foot  of  the  Pennines.  The  whole  site 
surrounded  with  stone  wall,  six  feet  high,  consists  of  two 
reservoirs  - capacity,  2,800  gallons,  and  60,000  gallons 
respectively. 

The  reservoirs  are  covered  in  and  ventilated  by  means 
of  iron  pipes  capped  above  ground  level.  The  reservoirs  are 
self-contained,  and  can  be  used  alternatively. 

The  supply  is  by  gravitation  carried  forward  to  the 
District  by  means  of  a 6 inch  main,  supplying  various  farms 
on  route.  The  district  mains  consist  of  3%  4”  and  3”  pipes.  The 
hydrants  are  of  the  Ball  type.  The  supply  is  constant, 
pure  and  sufficient  for  the  district. 

Two  springs  situated  at  Ashbank  with  two  acres  of  land 
surrounding  the  Ashbank  Springs  have  been  offered  to  the  Council 
for  £200,  and  the  Council  has  made  application  to  the  Ministry  to 
purchase  the  said  water  and  land  surrounding  the  springs.  The 
Council  does  not  propose  carrying  out  any  further  work  at  present.

Observations. 

The  sample  affords  no  evidence  of  pollution  by  sewage 
or  other  foul  drainage  and  the  matters  revealed  by  the 
microscopical  examination  have  no  significance  from  the  viewpoint 
of  the  health  of  the  consumer.  The  results  of  the  bacteriological 
tests  show  some  satisfactory  improvement  as  compared  with  the 
sample  received  in  September,  1935 * and  I am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  supply  as  represented  by  the  sample  is  of  good  wholesome 
quality  for  human  consumption.

This  sample  is  free  from  any  indication  of  pollution 
by  sewage  or  any  other  foul  drainage  and  the  evidence  of 
contamination  by  matters  derived  from  the  surface  is  slight  and  of 
no  importance  from  the  hygenic  standpoint.  In  comparing  the 
results  with  those  obtained  from  the  same  source  in  September, 
1935*  the  bacteriological  tests  show  a distinct  improvement.

As  compared  with  the  sample  from  the  same  source 
received  in  September,  1935 * ike  results  of  the  chemical  analysis 
in  this  case  show  a somewhat  marked  alteration  in  the  content  of 
Ammonia,  Albuminoid  Ammonia,  and  Oxygen  Absorbed  which,  in  each 
case,  is  practically  doubled.  The  microscopical  examination  also 
discloses  some  deterioration  in  quality,  as  does  also  the 
bacteriological  examination  for,  although  the  count  on  Agar  @ 37°C 
is  practically  the  same,  the  presumptive  B.  Coli  tests  show  a 
reaction  in  1.0  ml.  as  compared  with  40  ml.  in  the  previous  sample 
and  no  colonies  should  have  developed  in  the  Clostridium  Welchii 
test  had  the  water  been  quite  satisfactory.  Under  these 
circumstances,  I am  of  opinion  that  the  source  of  this  supply 
should  be  the  subject  of  close  scrutiny,  and  that  any  necessary 
dteps  should  be  taken  in  order  to  remedy  the  defects  to  which 
attention  has  been  drawn  above. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

There  have  been  no  additions  to  the  Sewers  during  the 

year. 

The  surface  water  drains  are  in  good  condition  and 
discharge  into  the  Diver  Eden.

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
and  this  work  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  C.J.H.  Stock,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C., 
County  Analyst,  Darlington. 


Health  Education. 

There  has  been  a considerable  amount  of  dissemination 
of  knowledge  relating  to  health  and  disease  through  the  Women’s 
Institutes  and  through  health  talks  at  the  Schools  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


I In  the  last  month  of  the  year  there  were  no  less  than 

12  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  4 of  which  occurred  in  one  house: 
these  were  mostly  associated  with  one  school,  which  was  closed. 
There  were  two  other  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  other  times  during 
the  year  and  one  case  of  Erysipelas. 

The  Authority  agrees  to  issue  Diphtheria  Antitoxin 
where  required  free  of  charge  for  the  treatment  of  all  necessitous 
cases  excepting  patients  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  act; 
also  for  both  necessitous  and  insured  persona  for  prophylactic 
purposes. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  are  not 
provided  by  the  Council,  the  only  Authority  in  Westmorland  that 
does  not  do  so. 

The  Borough  provides  hospital  accommodation  for  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria;  any  others  requiring  isolation  are  sent  to 
Kendal.  The  accommodation  at  Ormside  Hospital  has  been  severely 
taxed  during  the  year.

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  but  without  any  serious  fatalities. 

A close  liaison  exists  with  the  School  Medical  Officer 
and  thus  school  notifications  are  always  available  and  utilised 
where  necessary. 

The  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  by  Vap  Lamp 
and  formalin  spray;  where  possible,  infected  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.,  is  destroyed.  There  is  no  facility  for  disinfestation. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  between  the  Manchester 
Radium  Institute  and  the  Westmorland  County  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  malignant  cases  by  radium,  when  so  required. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  Section  66  of  the 
Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1925,  with  regard  to  the  prevention 
or  treatment  of  Blindness.
